tor we are moſt bounden to ſerve God, in doing good 


works, commanded in. ſcripture, all the days of our 
Jife.) But we may not do them to this intent, to be 
juſtiſed by doing them. For all the good works we can 
do, are not able to deſerve our juſtification : but our ju- 
flißeation cometh freely of the mere mercy of God: 
and of ſo great and free mercy, that whereas all the 
world was not able to pay any part towards their ran- 
ſom; it pleaſed him, without any of our deſerving, 1d 
prepare for us the moſt precious jewels of Chriſt's 
body and blond, whereby our ranſom might be paid, 
the law fulfilled, and his juſtice ſatisfied.
